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Two CSUS profs challenge ‘compensatory education’ 


Cite lack of 
change in 
Southwest

A new book challenging the success of conpem- 
satory education programs in the Southwest, Mex- 
ican - Americans in School: A Decade of Change. 
authored by two CSUS School of Education profes- 
sors, has just been released 

Dr. Thomas P. Carter and Dr. Roberto D. Segura 
wrote the book together as a follow - up to Carter's 
first book, Mexican - Americans in School: A History 
of Neglect. 

The first volume went up to 1967, while the new 
book covers from 1965-1977. The book deals with 
schools in the Southwest, defined by the authors as 
being Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, Colorado, and 
California 

The book tries to describe and make sense out of 
what's happened in more than a decade since the 
war on poverty and its social programs,” Carter said 

‘We chose Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, 
Colorado, and California because it's considered by 
a lot of us as the Southwest. It was originally part of 


Mexico.” Segura said 


Tne study deals basically with kindergarten 
through sixth grade, while there is one chapter on 


higher education

“it questions seriously what's been happening, 
and points out that compensatory education just 
doesn't work,” Carter said in explaining why the 
book is considered controversial. 

“Learning should be intrinsically rewarding. 
Rather than explaining school as a way to yet ahead 
in the future, learning should be exciting itself,” 
Carter said. 

“It took three years to do the research We had 
thought it would take one,” explained Segura. “It in- 
volved many site visitations.” 

Neither instructor had release time from CSUS to 
do the research. It was all done during summers and

Sieroty Bill ‘based 
on children’s needs’

Janet McCormick. acting 
legisiative assistant for the office 
of government affairs for the 
Department of Education ex- 
plained, “The priorities of SB 863 
are based on children's needs - 
not the vehicle, whether it be cam- 
pus or private.” 

McCormick 
provides’ for ansion. of 
programs and if car us programs 
could provide other services they 
would be eligible for their propor- 
tional amount of funds 

ASI Executive Director, Paul 
McAmis said, “If it gets passed, the 
bill would not take effect until 
January, 1980, or later 

“| don't see that campus child 
care centers have priority. It will 
have no immediate effect on us,” 
McAmis said 

Of the low priority of campus 
children’s centers, CSUS 
Children’s Center Director Andrea 
Garite said, “The legislature feels 
that the student need is not as 
great as other types of programs 

“Child care people are really 
hopeful this bill will pass,” Garite 
added. "It’s obvious to us that’there 
is a real need.” 

Siege! said SB 863 has a good 
chance of passing “because of the 
track record of the child care lob- 
by. All other programs got cut last 

* year — child care gotan increase.” 

Garite cited statistics from the 
press conference when the bill was 
introduced. “Only one - third of the 
childven needing care presently 


said the bill 


have it, including private 
programs 
“With the expansion funds 


provided for in this bill, we would 
be able to pick up the day care 
program that we had to drop last 
year because of no money,” Garite 
said of the CSUS Children's 
Center 

“I'm confident that there will be 
more money for child care,” 
Legistative Advocate for the CSUC 
Cal State Student Association 
Craig Jones said. “But there is a 
less than 50-50 chance that the bill 
will pass 

“What we are pushing for is an 
augmentation of the same size 
through the budget process. This 
has a better chance than the bill, 
although the Sieroty bill would 
have a more permanent effect,” 
Jones said 

A total of 20,000 children are ex- 
pected to be served through the 
- bill in the first year, and ultimately

100,000 children in five years, at 
five times the cost 

In addition to the first - year 
costs, the legislation seeks $10

‘Buck Rogers’ flick is a 
banal science fiction flop

Buck Rogers in the Twenty Fifth 
Century was originally made by 
Universal Pictures for television 
For some reason, maybe green 
rectangular pieces of paper with E 
Pluribus Unum on them, the studio 
decided to release the movies to 
theaters 

In case you're undre 40, Buck 
Rogers originally appeared 50 
years ago as a taie in Amazing 
Stories, a pulp magazine, and then 
in the early ‘30s as a seriai with 
Buster Crabbe, who also made 
Flash Gordon 

The story cdncerns a guy who 
falls asleep and wakes up five hun- 
dred years later in the middie of a 
war. Some things never change. 

Anyhow Buck gets hooked up 
with the good guys and eventually 
trashes the bad guys. 

The original '30s serial followed 
the comic strip fairly faithfully and 
was a success. Unfortunately the 
new Buck Rogers film doesn't 

Actually the new Buck Rogers 
has all the stock elements of your 
standard Star Wars clone film. 
There's the cutesy robot that 
makes funny noises, always 
backed up by cutesy robot music 
There's the benevolent 
mechanical brain, this time in the 
shape of an oversized alarm clock 
known as Dr. Theopolis. There are 
the bad guys, led by Kane, played 
by veteran actor Henry Silva who 
must have needed the money. 

And of course there are tne 
women. One of them dresses like 2 


stripper in a burlesque show; she's 


Princess Ardala, the bad girl 

The other woman, who dresses 
like a guy, is Colonel Deering. She 
is very military, except she wears 
so much lip gloss her mouth looks 
like a bike reflector. She's the good 
giri 

Then of course there are the 
special effects. Space fighters 
flash through space and are blown 
into spectacular balis of flame; the 
huge cities have lots of flashing 
lights and neat little model 
monorails Zooming around 

Buck Rogers has lots of these 
and they are very good, great in 
fact. The only mistake the 
producers made was not backing a 
whole movie of exploding 
spaceships, etc. instead of bother- 
ing with dialogue and a plot 

Producer Glen Larson's scrint 
authored by Leslie Steves, 
is a homogenized concoction of 
cheap cliches with all the in- 
dividuality of a light buib. 

The film jooks like they took a 
little Star Wars, mixed with some 
“Lost in Space,” added a pinch of 
Flash Gordon and then took a mas- 
sive doze of “Battiestar Galactica,” 
Stirred it well with acheckbook and 
presto: a real bad movie. 

There are a few classic lines tisat 
deserve mention. tn one. scene 
Buck and Colonel Deering are get- 
ting friendly. She asks him to go 
somewhere, i.e., to bed. Buck says, 
“I've been out of it along time and! 
want to take it slow on re - entry.” 

Of course in these films the 
robots always get the best lines. At 


one point Twiki (yes, that's his 


name) and Dr. Theopoiis are hid- 
ing in a freezer on the enemy flag 


ship. Twiki peeks out and ex- 
claims, “I'm freezing my _ ball 
bearings off.” 

Gil Gerald as Buck Rogers 
should have been cast as a robot 
because that's what he acts like. Of 
course with a script like this one it 
would be difficult to win an 
Academy Award 

Erin Grey as Colonel! Deering 
turns in another wooden Indian 
performance, except that a 
wooden Indian doesn't wear lip 
gloss and has more sex appeal 

Pamela Hensley. formerly of 
“Marcus Welby MD ros a little 
better as Princes ia. She 
brings off the haugny, sensual, 
bad - girl routine pretty well, con- 
sidering she has to say things like, 
“Tomorrow | conquer Earth.” 

The really unfortunate thing 
about Buck Rogers and the current 
crop of Star Wars offshoots, in- 
cluding “Battlestar Galactica,” 
Star Crash, etc. is that the makers 
of these films seem to assume that 
the mentality of the theater and 
television audience is that of a 
iobotomy patient 

They seem afraid to endow the 
plots with anything vaguely realis- 
tic, or to deal with moral issues 
more meaningful than the good 
Guys beating the bad guys. 

Perhaps they should look at 
“Star Trek” which had a successful 
run on TV and dealt with real 
human problems instead of relying 
On special effects to carry the day. 

As for Buck Rogers in the 
Twenty Fifth Century, it's aterrible 
film not worth seeing. in fact, they 
might put it aboard the next rocket 
going to the dogstar.

A solemn, conscientious young 
man and his wild Bohemian family 
mix to create an oil - and - water 
comedy, Tango. presented by Sac- 
ramento City College's theatre arts 
department 

Arthur tries vainly to convince 
his family to conform to current 
social mores, but the family, unlike 
Arthur, just doesn't understand the 
urgency of doing the right” thing 

The Bohemians consist of 
Eleanor, Arthur's mother, who is 
having an affair with Eddie, the 
neighborhood hoodium. Eleanor 
loves Arthur's father, Stomil, but 
Eddie gives her a sense of security, 
something she needs badly now 
that her beauty is fading 

Stomil ignores his wife's affair 
and spends his days holed up in his 

room writing avant - garde plays 
He tries his scripts out on his cap- 
tive family - audience who rejects 
them and sends him trotting back 
to the drawing board 

Arthur's grandmother, Eugenia 
is senile. She plays cards inces 
santly and insists that Arthur will 
torture her right to her dying day — 
which arrives during the course of 
the play.

With such a menage of loonies 
one just had to laugh when Arthur 
tried to be a parental figure to the 
energetic but totally aimless adults 
surrounding him. Whether he was 
punishing Uncle Eugene by en- 
casing his head in a bird cage, or 
trying to explain eternity to his 
grandmother by having her lay 
where her dead husbarid laid ten 


years ago, Arthur was unable to 
convince his family to subscribe to 
his ideals 

Director Paul Sheppard chose 
an excellent cast for Slawomir 
Mrozek’s comedy. Everyone has a 
good characterization 

Arthur, the unking of a 
roundtable of crazies, is played by 
Mark Oldfield. He kept his sober 
attitude throughout the play and 
captured the audience's

Special programs available for 
establishing credit for students

Most people do one of two things when they 
graduate from high school They either get a full - 
time job or continue with their education Many 
students fee! that because they decide to continue 
their schooling they cannot establish credit. What 
they do not realize is while in college, this ts the 
perfect time to start establishing credit and prepar- 
ing themselves for the future 

Most banks have a college pian for students and 
this is where establishing credit starts. Bank of 
Amerioa offers students a checking account with no 
minimum balance, unlimited check writing and a 
timesaver statement for a monthly one doliar fee 
They offer no service charge for the months of June 
July and August, or for any month that you maintain 
a $300 balance 

For students of sophomore standing or higher 
Bank of America offers a student Visa card with a 
$100 limit and a $150 limit if you request instant cash 
transfer 

To qualify for a student Visa, the following re- 
quirements must be met: you must be a full time 
student of at least sophomore standing, be enrolled 
in an accredited college or university in California, 
beaUS citizen, provide a 12 month permanent ad- 
dress, and be at least 18 years old with ari income of 
$150 a month after expenses 

Dorothy Clark. customer service representative 
for Bank of America, says the bank is the best place 
for a student to start establishing credit. “With a 
student bank account. a person can establish credit 
and even acquire educational loans. The bank offers 
many plans for students The first step in es- 
tablishing credit is to get a checking account.” 

Wells Fargo Bank offers a slightly different ap- 
proach. Its student plan features unlimited checking 
with no minimum balance for one dollar a month. If 
your account is inactive during the summer there is 
no service Charge and it can be reopened the follow- 
ing semester at no charge to the student.

To open a checking account. most banks charge 
$50 Most students have a part-time job or some sort 
of monthly income to put into a checking account 
even if the maney comes from ther parents 

Depending on your monthly income the balance 
of your checking account and your credit rating. you 
can acquire charge cards from other businesses 
Most department stores and oi! companies wil! give 
a student a credit card if ne has a parttime job. isqo 
ing ‘o school and has already established some sort 
of credit, probably through a bank 
these cards 's determined by a student's monthly in 
come after expenses 

A student educational loan is another excellent 
way to establish credit, even if you do not need the 
money. A student can take out a loan and put theR 
money into his/her checking or savings account, 
then use the money that was loaned for the sole pur- 
pose of paying back the loan 

If the loan is paid back in six months instead of a 
year, this will be noted on your credit rating When 
the time comes to borrow money for a house or car 
the banks will refer to this and your chances of get- 
ting a loan are much better : 

Here's a word from the wise. Those little piastic 
gems are easy to use and very convenient 
Remember, when you do not have cash and charge 
an item, you will be paying for it at, later date, and 
more than you might think Interest rates on charge 
cards run from 12% to 18% 

So when you go to bed at night and wake toa 
massive Visa calling to you as a constant reminder 
that you overcharged, don't panic Pay as much as 
you Can in as little time as you can and learn from 
your mistake

The biggest change the Tower has undergone 
was its remodeling in 1974 During September and 
October, the theater was transformed from one large 
moviehouse toatri- plex three theaters operating 

nder one roof 
The three individual theaters were created by 
onstructing two dividing walls another projec tron 

booth and the addition of new screens But ac 
cording to King. these structural changes were 
largely the extent of the remodeling 

All through the modernization, a conscientious 
effort was made to maintain the original decor and 
old theater flavor that the patrons were used to hav 
ing at the Tower Theater 

Most of the original fixtures are still part of every - 
day business atthe Tower The original box office in 
front of the theater was torn down during the 
remodeling. sO now audiences purchase their 
tickets at a new indoor box office But patrons stil! 
buy their popcorn and candy at the old concession 
counter

people thought we were absurd to think they would 
want to see x - rated movies The exhibitors finally 
realized those types of films dont do well here 
because this is strictly a family theater King 
recounted 

Another incident involving such a picture was 
more recent We showed Alice in Wonderland 
which was x- or r-rated And we had a lot of srate 
parents come here to say they wanted their children 
could see Alice’ in Wonderland and here its a 
naughty picture,” said King 

Both King and David agree movies were a more 
popular entertainment forminthe past Idon'tthink 
it was the quality of the movies that made them more 
popular, it was just that there was nothing else to 
do,’ said King “Now there are too many other things 
to do, especiaily TV” 

In the pre - television years, crowds were larger 
says King ‘We had people lined up clear around the 
block waiting to get in. We'd have to open early just 
to get people in to start the first movie ontime That 
just doesnt happen much anymore 

King added, “But there are people who really 
enjoy movies and movie stars and they're still going 
to get a kick out of films.” Crowds still come out for 
good movies “Deliverance sold out almost every 
night. It just seems to be what strikes the people at 
the time,’ commented King “They don't come when 
the picture isn't any good. You can te!! at the box - of- 
fice. The revenue isn't there for bad movies 

Now one of the oldest theaters in Sacramento, the 
Tower snows all signs of continuing as it has forthe 
past forty years. It is a well - run business that has 
kept up with the movie industry and with its 
audiences’ tastes 

“When there is a picture that people want to see 
they will come and see it with us.” King says
